Food Good For You 


Some cats asked me to get 
them informationon the Monterey 
County Food Coupon program. 
Mr. Jim Hage, Food Stamp Co- 
ordinater, was kind enough to 
grant me an interview and ex- 
plained it all to me. I learned 
much. 

First off, forget the rumers 
about the two hippies who get 
500 buck’s worth of stamps for 
nothing and drive a new ‘vette. 
Let’s leave that worry for the 
“establishment” papers. They seem 
to groove on it. Food coupons are 
put out by the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture, not the WELFARE 
DEPARTMENT. In most counties, 
the Welfare Department. deter- 
mines who gets them and how 
many, but they act as .adminis= 
trator only. 

The prime purpose of food 
coupons was to move U.S. pre- 
duced food; the secondary pur- 
pose is to provide additional food 
to the low income families. You 
do NOT HAVE TO BE ON WEL- 
FARE TO GET THE COUPONS. 

Eligibility is based on income 
minus expenses. Expenses can be 
car payments, doctor bills, ASB 
cards, tuition, books, laboratory 
fees, child support, alimony and 
babysitting costs. 

For example, if there are three 
in the family and you make less 
than $237 after all deductions, 
you are eligible. The lowest. a- 
mount of coupons. you can get 
is $28 per month and the high- 
est is $212 per month. You 
might pay $2 for $212 worth 
of coupons or you might pay 
$200 for the same coupons; it 
dependson ADJUSTED INCOME. 

Many banks besides B of A 
are on the program here in Mon- 
terey County, including Monterey 
Savings and Loan on Main Street. 
The food stamp office is in the 
County Courthouse, not the Wel- 
fare Department office. So, some 
of you lean-looking cats who are 
eating close to the bone, let’s 
hear it for these stamps. 

Uncle wants you to have them. 
The girls in the stamp office 
mentioned above can give you 
more details about income. Pass 
me another of those fat ribs, 
baby — Over and out —

Hartnell College has many 
problems. The problem I'm 
concerned with is the op- 
pression of a minority at 
Hartnell College. In Hartnell’s 
51 year history there has 
never been any Black faculty 
members. Even the friendly 
Negro custodian is absent at 
Hartnell. 

Recently the Black Student 
Union, a club at Hartnell, 
circulated a petition stating 
that: “We the members of 
the Black Student Union de- 


*mand the immediate employ- 


ment of both a Black teacher 
and a counselor. We feel it is 
less than coincidental that 
there has never been any 
Black teachers at Hartnell. 
We are not at all interested 
in whatever rhymes or rea- 
sons may be offered for Hart- 
nell’s racist position. We be- 
lieve a Black teacher and 
counselor would be beneficial 
to the entire student body.” 

Strangely enough some peo- 
ple were put off by this 
petition and refused to sign 
it. Some people based their 
refusal on the use of a single 
word within the petition, the 
word “‘demand’’. It seems to 
me that the issue here is not 
word usage. The issue iswheth- 
er the students at Hartnell 
are entitled to have the teach- 
ers they need and desire. 

A teacher is a respected 
figure to most college stu- 
dents. He represents their 
hopes and dreams. 

It is critical that students 
be exposed to Black teachers,

In an age when enlightened 
institutions are beginning to 
make serious efforts to eradi- 
cate racial inequalities, Hart- 
nell has somehow maintained 
basically the same hiring pol- 
icy for fifty-one years. 

The absence of Black fac- 
ulty menbers is particularly 
insulting ‘o this writer and 
to other Biack students. The 
lack of Black teachers, among 
other things, amounts to an 
inference of intellectual in- 
feriority, which must not be 
allowed to continue. I appeal 
to you, the aware students 
and concerned members of 
the community. Let the ad- 
ministrators of Hartnell know

Indoctrination into a system 
that cultivates self destructive ac- 
tivities such as alcohol, drugs, 
tobacco, or prejudice, as leisure 
time recreation for its members, 
only reflects the weak cultural 
base upon which it originated.

On the subject of 
campus unrest, Ni- 
chols was asked how 
he felt about the 


Kent State shooting. 
He answered: "I'm 
undeeided...my first 
reaction was that 
it wes unnecessary, 
mut now after read- 
ing and reading, I'r 
s till undecided." 


Nichol's views on 
vice-president Ag- 
new was: "I like 


him on television, 


but not on his at- 
tacks on radical 
students, because 
there aren't really 
that many student 
radicals...I think 
riots usually don't 
start unless there 
are television ca- 
meras.” 


Nichols then con- 
cluded: “fhere are 
a great deal of 
people in my age 
bracket with liberal 
ideas except to @ 
point we're afraid 
of it, and tend to- 
ward Americanism."
